Applicant request reconsideration of the Requirement Under 37 CFR §§ 1.821-1.825 for the 
following reasons. According to 37 CFR § 1.821(a), the rules of Sections 1.821-1.825 apply to "an 
unbranched sequence of four or more amino acids or an unbranched sequence of ten or more 
nucleotides." The present application, however, does not disclose an unbranched sequence of four or 
more amino acids or an unbranched sequence of ten or more nucleotides. There are two cell lines 
disclosed at page 205 of the present specification, however, a cell line is not a description of an amino 
acid or nucleic acid sequence. Therefore, the rules of Sections 1 .821-1 .825 do not apply to the present 
application.
